Seth Johnson, Executive Secretary 
of the American Guernsey Associa- 
tion gave the following address to 
the membership at the 131st Annual 
Meeting in Middleton, Wisconsin, 
on June 30th. 


would like to thank the great 
[ee from the state of Wis- 

consin who have worked so 
hard to put this convention to- 
gether. A couple years ago, we 
didn’t exactly have a long list of 
states excited about putting cn a 
convention. We lined up states for 
2009 and 2010, but 2008 was still 


a convention without a home. We 


approached the Wisconsin group, Seth Johnson 

asking if they would consider it, 

although we really didn’t leave “No” as an option. They have embraced 
it and executed a wonderful meeting. In particular I’d like to thank Kay 
Weisensel and Jenny Orchard, who have co-chaired this event and done 
a marvelous job of bringing together a bunch of great ideas and great 
people into one event. Wisconsin is fortunate to be able to have an em- 
ployee of the state association, and Deb Lakey has done a great job 
moving this event forward. Finally, with results you'll see later in the 
day, Clark Vilter and Mike Hellenbrand have helped put together what 
promises to be an exciting afternoon. 

To say that it has been an exciting year for the Guernsey breed 
would be an understatement. 2007 marked the third consecutive 
year that the AGA recorded an increase in registrations, transfers 
increased and our breed magazine, the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal, 
is larger with more ads than it has been in years. We have seen more 
and more demand for the great cows and heifers of our breed with 
the 2007 National Sale setting an all-time high for average in that 
series last year. And to top it all off, the phrase “It’s The Guernsey” 
has echoed around the industry since last October. 

I am excited that 2007 is the year that we formed a Reproduction 
Committee that will be researching ways to improve reproductive perfor- 
mance in our breed. I think we'd all like to find that silver bullet — that one 
thing we can do to make all our challenges disappear. It probably doesn’t 
exist. But, with our former president Dr. John Mozier pushing the issue 
to the forefront week by week, we will find ways to make progress in this 
area. | think the formation of this committee is a great example of our 
organization moving in a positive direction to address challenges for the 
breed - both real and perceived. We must continue to critically evaluate 
the cow that we have and make positive changes to make sure that she 
continues to be a profitable choice for the dairy industry. We all love the 
Guernsey cow, but some tough love, that allows us to identify her weak- 
nesses and improve on them, will benefit us and the cow. 

Marketing — it is something I preach about repeatedly. This is 
self-serving since I am in charge of finding consignments for many 
sales but the real reason is that marketing the very best can only help 
our breed. When others see that the very best we have to offer are 
being made available, they take notice. The first thing people ask me 
from outside the breed is whether they can make money if they buy 
into our best. With the success of our recent sales, embryo market, 
and recent upswing in foreign embryo interest, my answer is yes. I 
would love for this trend to continue. We’ve got to keep multiplying 
the good ones and making them available to the rest of the industry. 

I am also excited to report to you that almost immediately we will 
begin work to try to make DNA-based genomic selection a reality for 
the Guernsey breed. This may seem like a bit of a pipe dream for breed 
progress compared to $20,000 cows and Supreme Champions that we can 
look at and admire, but make no mistake about it, this will help our breed 
immeasurably. Each year, we must consider our available resources and 
eventually choose to sample 15 to 20 young sires. If we can gain a more 
accurate picture of the genetic potential of the pool of contenders for those 
15 to 20 spots each year, we will be so much farther ahead. Please don’t

About 40 years ago, a former Guernsey 
breeder and Wisconsin state secretary, 
Leo Gasper, gave me some great advice 
as a young farmer saying, “don’t just be a 
multiplier of Guernseys, but be a breeder 
and put some thought into each mating.” 
I wonder what he would think now as we 
are on the brink of developing a new tool to 
use in more correctly selecting the sires and 
dams of future young sires that we will be 
progeny testing. Earlier at the convention 
we established how we will fund the 
genome testing of the DNA of past high 
repeatability sires, outcross sires and then 
present sires. Blaine Crosser will explain 
and elaborate on this later. This should 
turn out to be one of the greatest advances 
in recent decades to enable us to more 
accurately and correctly pick the right sires 
to progeny test; and eventually their dams. 

We are almost one year into having our 
Executive Secretary Seth Johnson do the 
majority of his work out of his new home 
in Vermont rather than from our office in 
Reynoldsburg. Many of you have asked how 
this change in our organization has gone. 
Telephone and e-mail correspondence are 
just as easy. We were able to retain Seth’s 
wealth of knowledge in our organization 
by making this move. The respect he has 
within the registered dairy cattle industry 
in the U.S. surely helps the stature of the 
AGA as well.

The Show and Youth Committee reports 
are also given in this report. 

Our greatest promotional tool is the 
Guernsey Journal. \t continues to do very 
well with increased ads. The calendar for 
the remainder of this year was discussed 
and ideas presented for features in next 
year’s Journals. 

The promotion fund is funded by bull 
syndicates and the sale of promotional 
items. The “Have You Seen Her Lately” ads 
have generated positive feedback and have 
been used in the Cattle Connection. Ads 
also were placed in Holstein International, 
Farmshine and Graze. We have a booth at 
World Dairy Expo in Madison and one at 
Louisville, Kentucky, where journals and 
pamphlets are handed out. We also handed 
out foam fingers, which proved to be very 
popular at World Dairy Expo. 

The approved judges list was reviewed 


and revised. We accepted the additions of 


Jeremy McDonald, Lenny Pieper, Ron 
Dean Dohle, Rich 
Becky Meyer and Delbert Yoder to the 
approved judges list. The board approved 
the judges for the National Shows in 2008.

The show committee’s open forum was 


well-attended with some good discussion. 
The Board accepted the Show Committee’s 
recommendation that suggestion forms be 
distributed at each National Show so that 
exhibitors may suggest potential judges for 
future shows. We also discussed the National 
Futurity Contest now being held in Louisville, 
Ky. Because of the lack of numbers at the 
show, consideration will be given after this 
year’s show to move it to Harrisburg in 3 
years if numbers keep decreasing. 

In the Youth Committee Report the board 
approved to give $40.00 to each winning quiz 
bowl member. Also quiz bowl participants 
can win in each age group three times instead 
of the old limit of two times. Scholarship 
and Outstanding Youth applications will be 
combined. Brian Schnebly and Seth Johnson 
will review the old questions and make up 
new ones for next year’s competition. The 
AGA must receive a Ist semester transcript 
from the scholarship recipients before the 
money is released for the scholarship. There 
was a discussion of the lease program and 
a few changes added to the agreement. 
The first change is if a leasee has shown 
an animal as a heifer, they would be able 
to lease her as a cow also. Also, starting in 
2009, the lease will state that a youth cannot 
show an owned animal and a leased animal 
in the same show.

Kevin Stoltzfus of Pennsylvania 
and Todd Moore of Texas are getting the 
unique and great tasting Guernsey product to 
the consumer. This committee also discussed 
creating a page on our web site to describe the 
qualities of Guernsey milk. This information 
could be helpful in educating some small 
processors on the reasons why Guernsey milk 
is so good. Continuing to educate others on 
the qualities of Guernsey milk will strengthen 
our marketability to the consumer. 


Records Committee Report 
Records Committee Chairperson, Leon 
Zweegman, Lynden, Wash, gave the 
following report to the membership. 


Leon Zweegman 


he records committee members 
include Leon Zweegman, Morey 
Miller, Walt Kessler, Forrest Keefer 
and Jill Walther. Within this committee are 
also the type committee and the genetic 
improvement committee. 

We are about to embark on exciting times 
in the Guernsey breed. We will soon be 
adding FLC and UC to our pedigrees as well 
as health traits for DPR and PL. This will put 
valuable information at our fingertips. 

Our number of TPE herds are up this 
year and registrations are running slightly 
ahead of last year. One herd has been 
upgraded this year and another large herd 
is in the process of doing the same. I must 
encourage any of you who sell animals to 
be sure to send in transfers on those animals 
because that area is running behind last year 
at this time by a great amount. 

The type committee has informed the 
board that first lactation cows average type 
score is about 80 points and should be lowered 
to about 78 and the breed average is 81 points 
and should be lowered to about 79. 

There was a suggestion to change from 
two composite breakdowns to five as the 
Holsteins have. After some discussion and 
a recommendation from Brian Schnebly, 
it was decided to stay with just two 
breakdowns that we have now. 

The Board approved a recommendation 
to change the the relative weights on the 
PDCA scorecard. Dairy Character would be 
worth 15 points and Feet and Legs would 
be worth 20 points. Frontlegs will be a 
more substantial part of the Feet and Legs 
breakdown. These changes are part of an 


effort by PDCA to reconfirm the unified 
PDCA Dairy scorecard. 

There was some talk in the type 
committee meeting regarding having 
Holstein doing our type appraisal but no 
board action was taken in this regard. 

We formed a reproductive efficiency 
committee last year with Dr. Mozier as 
chairman that has met several times. 
We want to know if Guernseys do have 
breeding problems, more than other breeds, 
if there is anything to do to improve our lot. 
This will be covered more in Seth’s report. 

I referred to exciting times ahead, but 
that also involves changes. I’m referring to 
the genomic selection. Holstein, Jersey & 
Brown Swiss are poised to begin utilizing 
genomic selection and genome-enhanced 
parent averages with the January proofs. 
Our discussion was led by Blaine Crosser 
from Select Sires and Bill Luff of the World 
Guernsey Cattle Federation. We discussed 
what action we need to take regarding 
animals to be DNA tested to establish our 
Guernsey base. Dr. Bennett Cassell wrote 
an excellent article explaining the process 
in the last Hoard’s Dairyman.

t the young sire meetings during 
the National Convention there was 
a lot of discussion about the future 
of the breed and which bulls we should be 


selecting to use in our herds and as sires of 


sons. Various suggestions were made, but 
the one thing that was constant throughout 
all the meetings was the desire for diversity. 
It was repeated over and over that we need 
to sample bulls by various sires and out of a 
variety of cow families. I feel the diversity 


of the bulls being sampled has improved dra- 
matically over the past few years but we need 
to continue that trend. It is also important 
that we get our outstanding cows mated to 
the right bulls to increase our chances of get- 
ting that bull calf into an A.I. organization. | 
have mentioned various times before that a 
lot of luck goes into getting a bull accepted 
into A.I. and that is still the case. However, 
feel free to ask around for suggestions from 
various breeders to see what they would be 
willing to sample out of a particuiar cow. It 
never hurts to get a second opinion because 
we all have our certain tendencies and biases 
when it comes to our own animals. 

Along those same lines, it is very im- 
portant that we continue to help sample the 
bulls that are being provided by the A.I. or- 
ganizations and the AGA young sire groups. 
The future of the breed depends on properly 
sampling young sires so we can correctly 
identify those bulls that will help the breed 
as active A.I. sires. It is also important to 
sample ALL of the young sires (if your herd 
size allows for it) and not just the ones that 
we “think” are the best bulls. Now I realize 
that an individual’s herd size limits the num- 


ber of bulls one can sample, so we must be 
selective at times. However, don’t automati- 
cally write a bull off because “the numbers 
don’t add up”. A perfect example of this 
is Lang Haven Decision Natural. I wrote 
about him in my June column and talked of 
how nice and shallow the udders are on his 
daughters. To be honest with you, when he 
came out as a young sire, seeing the Deci- 
sion/Hot Shot cross, I would have bet money 
that he would have created deep udders. 
That did not stop me from using him in our 
herd at home and I am very pleased with the 
udder on the daughter we now have milking 
at home. Natural is just one example, but 
there a many more instances like this and it 
goes both ways too. The bull that everyone 
is sure will be the next Perfecto can make 
really mature two-year-olds that don’t make 
it past their second lactation. 

I will get off my soap box for a mo- 
ment and mention a couple of bulls that have 
daughters freshening now. Riverwood Til- 
ler Khan will have a proof by the time you 
are reading this article and we will know

produce cows that work well in their free- 
stall and parlor setup.

Verl has always loved showing, but 
realistically admits that he is only able to 
show as much as he does because his cows 
can also pay the bills at home. That is what’s 
outstanding about Verl’s Villa Crest cows. 
Not only do they possess beautiful mammary 
systems and correct feet and legs, but they milk 
with purpose, making numerous appearances 
on the national Top-10 production lists.

discussion during the National Guernsey 
Convention. Panelists included: 


Berneta Gable of Snider Homestead 
Farm, New Enterprise, Penn., who milks 
110 Guernseys and 40 Holsteins. The herd, 
which is known for longevity and show 
ring success, consistently ranks in Pennsyl- 
vania’s top 10 herds for production. Snider 
Homestead has generated many awards 
including numerous All-Americans and na- 
tional champion honors. 


Dale Chupp who, along with his brother 
Stanley, runs Chupps Guernsey Farm, Inola, 
Okla., and operates a third-generation auc- 
tion company. The Chupps rotational graze 
90 cows and have earned many awards in 
the show ring, including several champion 
honors at National Guernsey Shows. 


Todd Moore of Lavon Farms, Plano, Tex- 
as, who rotationally grazes 200 cows, the 
majority of which are Guernseys. Todd 
has exhibited many national show winners 
and All-Americans. At the 2007 National 
Guernsey Show in Louisville, Ky., Lavon 
Farms won Grand Champion, Reserve 
Grand Champion and Premier Exhibitor. 
Moore is also a partner in Lucky Layla 
Dairy Products, which makes Latin chees- 
es, butter and drinkable yogurt. 


P. Morey Miller of Millborne Farm, Gran- 
by, Conn., who purchased his first Guernsey 
in 1999 at the Blue Halter Calf Sale. This 
animal was named All-American Summer 
Yearling that year. Miller was bitten by the 
show bug and now milks 20 Guernseys. He 
purchases several Guernseys every year to 
add to his growing herd. 


Tell us about your marketing program. 
How many cattle do you market a year? 
Gable: We normally consign to the Penn- 
sylvania Blue Halter Sale and National 
Convention Sale. We also market about 10 
calves/year to youth. We sell calves that 
will do well within the show ring. We want 
these kids to be successful so they will con- 
tinue with the breed. We sell these calves 
for less than we'd receive if we sold them 
on a consignment sale. But we feel it’s im- 
portant to do this in order to give youth the 
opportunity to work with Guernseys. 
Chupp: We support the National Conven- 
tion Sale every year with one or two con- 
signments. We also support the Ozark Jubi- 
lee Sale, but that support is usually through 
buying vs. selling. We also sell six to eight 
calves each year to youth. We will help

them out with financing by allowing them 
to pay half down and then make monthly 
payments. 

Miller: I purchase three to four animals 
every year. I look for high quality, paying 
close attention to longevity and type. I want 
animals that have good marketing poten- 
tial. Since I live in Connecticut, I support 
the Blue Halter Sale because it’s not as far 
to transport animals. I also purchase at the 
National Convention Sale and Upper Mid- 
west Sale. As a purchaser, | appreciate the 
quality of animals that people put in sales. | 
know it’s going to be hard to part with some 
of my animals when my herd is built up and 
I’m to the point of being ready to sell. 
Moore: My marketing is a spin-off of the 
animals I buy. I normally consign to the 
National Convention Sale and Ozark Ju- 
bilee Sale. I sell offspring from my very 
best animals. | would be embarrassed to 
sell anything other than my best. When | 
go to purchase an animal, | don’t do it for 


the immediate future. I’m not buying a calf 


because she’s a show winner. I’m buying 
her because she has the most potential to be 
a donor dam and has decent production that 
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Marketing Roundtable 


will make a positive impact on my herd. If 
that animal turns out to be a show winner, 
that’s just a bonus. 


What are your marketing goals? What ser- 
vices help you to attain these goals? 
Gable: When you sell something, you want 
it to be the best. I only offer cattle that are 
the best from our herd. Sale managers will 
look at the herd and tell me what they want 
for the sale. Sometimes it’s hard to let these 
animals go. 

Classification and production testing are 
two services that really help. When you buy 
something, you want to know what you are 
getting. I try to use as many services as the 
American Guernsey Association has to offer. 

Another tool that has enhanced the worth 
of our cattle is placing ads in the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal each month. People get 
to see our cattle in the show ring; however, 
we have other cattle in the barn that are 
the ones paying the bills. Ads are a way to 
highlight these animals, too. 

Chupp: We sell the best animals that we can 
afford to let go. You have to sell animals out 
of the cows that you love. They will give 
you more money for your animals. We do 
a lot of advertising. We place four to five 
ads in the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal each 
year. Other services we use are classifica- 
tion and official milk testing. 

Miller: I’m in the process of building my 
herd now. I strive to have a herd that pro- 
duces the type of cow that will have longev-

ity, high type and will pay the bills 

Moore: When every one of us market cattle, 
we are all marketing the breed. So I am not 
marketing for Lavon Farms, but the breed 
in general. Tools that I use are my farm 
Web site, Cattle Connection and Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Journal. Of course, the show

The more historical information 
you can have on animals in a sale catalog, 
the better. 


How important do you feel classification 
scores and production records are to mar- 
keting cattle? 

Gable: Classification and production are 
very important. | remember one auctioneer 
who used to say “throw away the book and 
look at the cow.” Yes, we all can see the 
potential in a cow that may not necessar- 
ily be in the catalog. However, production 
and classification information are important 
guidelines that buyers appreciate. 

Chupp: I agree that classification and pro- 
duction information is very important. That 
said, | have never bought an animal based 
on classification or production. We go out 
and find an animal we like. Then if she is 
has good classification and production, 
that’s a bonus. 

Miller: When I go to a sale, I keep the cata- 
log closed. I will look at the sale line up and 
find three or four that I like. I will then open 
the catalog. If I find an animal with a dam 
that is scored 73 or has a record of 9,000 
pounds of milk, I will cross her off my list. 
Now that I’ve been in the breed for awhile, | 
know what cow families I like and will base 
many purchases off of that knowledge. 


Moore: Plano, Texas, is in the middle of 


nowhere. I have to rely heavily on classifi- 
cation scores and production records to let 
people know the value of my animals. With 
that being said, | once bought an animal as a 
“pick of the herd” at the National Guernsey

Longevity is all about functional type. Re- 
cords are important, but they are not the 
only criteria to use. 


Describe how you select animals to market. 
Gable: We all know our heifers. We feed 
them everyday and know what we would 
sell. When sale managers come to my farm, 
they always tell me what they are going to 
take and I usually let them have what they 
want. At the Blue Halter Sale, I sell some- 
thing that will do well in a show ring. At 
the National Convention Sale, I’m look- 
ing to sell an animal that is out of at least 
two Excellent dams and is backed by good 
milk production. The National Convention 
Sale is known for deep-pedigreed animals 
-- not just a show winner -- but a more 
well-rounded animal. Buyers are looking 
for deep cow families that transmit. 
Chupp: There is no better pleasure for us 
than to see one of our animals do well for 
another person. When we sell an animal,

we usually will buy another one or two to 
replace her. We like to support sales by both 
buying and selling. 

Miller: When I look to buy, I want a po- 
tential show animal with good pedigree to 
match. The thing I look for is how they are 
adapting to the show circuit. When I first 
saw R Way Royal Oak Faye at a show, the 
Bates family walked her for me. She came 
off that straw pack with her ears out. She 
had that show presence for the rest of her 
life. This is one of those sideline things to 
look at when selecting a show animal that 
will be good for kids. 

Moore: | don’t have any criteria for select- 
ing animals to sell. When a sale manager 
visits, | will show that person what I have 
and they can make their selection. We'll 
find something that is mutually agreeable. 
What do you consider to be your biggest 
success in marketing cattle? 

Gable: | sold a calf to a young boy. I also 
bought him a junior membership with the 
American Guernsey Association and a sub- 
scription to the Guernsey Breeders’ Jour- 
nal. He cherishes the magazine -- no one 


else can touch it before he does. He has that 


junior membership certificate framed on the 
wall. This calf was the first Guernsey calf 
he had on his family farm. That made me 
feel as good as anything. 

Chupp: Dymond H Mentor Babyruth is on 
the sale tomorrow. We sold her dam at the 
World Dairy Expo Sale. That animal sold 
cheap for what Babyruth is going to bring to- 
morrow. Cindy Harrison is going to be very 
happy and that makes us happy. We really 
want others to do well with what we sell. 
Miller: I'll admit that I’m a gambler when 
it comes to purchasing calves and heifers. R 
Way Royal Oak Faye is the best purchase | 
ever made. She scored EX-94 and has a long 
show record. She now has two daughters 
that are EX-91 and EX-92. The Biddy fam- 
ily is another one that doesn’t have any blips 
in the pedigree. I’m fortunate in that most of 
my heifer purchases have turned out well. 
Moore: Lavon Farms Turn Point Layla is 
my best success. I sold Layla at the Ozark 
Jubilee Sale in 2001 as a bred heifer. John 
and Bonnie Ayars purchased her and she 
was extremely successful for them winning 
several national titles including Reserve 
Supreme Champion at the 2002 All-Ameri- 
can Dairy Show. 


Most breeders don’t seem to have extra 
animals to market. How are you able to 
come up with extra animals to sell? 
Gable: I’m adamant that animals have 
clean, fresh bedding under them at all 
times. I spend a mint on bedding every year. 
It keeps them healthy. When you don’t lose 
any, you have more. When you have lon- 
gevity, you also have cattle to sell. 

Chupp: Everyone has an animal to sell. We 
all have to market animals in order to keep 
this breed going. 

Miller: Flushing is an excellent tool to help 
get extra animals. 

You need to have good relationships with ex- 
perts, such as a nutritionist and veterinarian.

This gentleman possesses a rare 
combination of qualities, talents, aptitude 
and personality; and, brings each to bear 
to have become one of the most effective 
leaders in the history of the A.G.A. He 


continues as in the past to contribute to this 
Association in so many ways. 

By his mere presence he displays the 
aura, the confidence and the desire to be an 
effective leader which gives everyone the 
assurance that he can and will handle any 
task that is at hand. 

As Neil Jensen, former AGA Executive 
Secretary, stated ina letter of recommendation, 
this man leads by example. He is an intelligent 
and articulate individual who unselfishly 
shares all of these strengths to support, guide 
and direct this organization to the new heights 
it has achieved today. This individual is just 
as comfortable talking with a Guernsey 
enthusiast about a mating for a specific heifer 
calf as he is leading a roundtable discussion of 
international participants at a World Guernsey 
Cattle Federation meeting. He is the epitome 
of a leader and a gentleman and he has truly 
set a higher standard for all Guernsey breeders 
around the world.

His 
family processed and bottled Guernsey 
milk and had a small milk route delivering 
door-to-door. His experience with and fond 
memories of Guernseys began while he was 
in eighth grade when his father purchased 
their first fawn and whites. He achieved both 
a Bachelor of Science in Agriculture and a 
Doctor of Veterinary Medicine degree from 
the University of Missouri. He received a 
Master of Business Administration degree 
from Rockhurst College. Dr. Mozier’s 
professional life became intermingled with 
fine Guernsey cattle again when he worked in 
the Veterinary practice of Dr. M. L. Weldy at 
Goshen, Indiana. In 1962 he was drafted into 
the U. S. Army Veterinary Corp and attained 
the rank fo Captain. In 1964, he was employed 
by Chemagro, an animal pharmaceutical 
firm, which, after a series of corporate 
makeovers, evolved into Bayer Corporation. 
For over 30 years, Dr. Mozier successfully 
led the development animal health products 
for Bayer Corporation. He was a member 
of Bayer’s executive committee for the 
company’s animal health business including 
the governmental approvals in the United 
States and Canada. He retired from Bayer 
after having served them for many years as 
Vice-President and Director of Research and 
Development for Animal Health.

he American Guernsey Association 

is honored to present the award for 

high TPE herd average for milk 
and protein to Trotacre Farm, Jim, Bob & 
Dave Trotter and Families of Enon Valley, 
Pennsylvania, for the second year in a row. 
The actual lactation average for this herd in 
2007 was 24,463M 4.1% 986F 3.3% 793P 
on 22 records. 

The Trotters milk 35 Guernseys and 100 
Holsteins three times a day in a Double-12 
parallel parlor that was first used in 2000. 
Cows are housed in a free stall barn with 
mattresses. Dave oversees the cows, milking 
at least one milking per day in addition to 
doing his work off the farm as a Regional 
Supervisor for a group of Milk Plant 
Inspectors. Bob handles the crop work as 
well as feeding of the cows. Jim keeps busy 
as Business Manager of the Pennsylvania 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association and while 
at home, he enjoys spending time with the 
grandkids and making sure everything on 
the farm is going as planned. 

The “Loretta” family is synonymous 
with Trotacre Farm. No other family has 
dominated the active A.I. list over the last 
15 years like the “L” family. Loral, Lorry, 
Lord, and Logic were the first to become 
household names.

Association established the Arnold Knight 
Award in 1992 to recognize the highest 
living lifetime protein producer. 

To be considered for these awards the 
cow must have been on official DHI test for 
at least one month during the previous year 
and an entry must be made by the owner. 
This year the competition was very strong 
and the top ten listing for living lifetime 
was very impressive. Just to finish in the 
top ten a cow must have completed more 
than!88,000 pounds of milk, 8,800 pounds 
of butterfat and 6,500 pounds of protein. 
There were 7 cows with over 200,000M on 
the list for 2007. 

This year’s winner of all three awards 
is Donnybrook PK Jiggs, who was second 
on the list last year.

In 2007, the AGA Board 
voted to begin recognizing the two-year-old 
with the highest Energy Corrected Record in 
order to reinforce the strengths of the Guernsey 
cow to produce valuable, high component milk. 
By any measure, though, the 2007 winner of 
both of these prestigious awards is Lindenhof 
Lorry Sweetie.

dismiss this effort as more index and num- 
bers that are difficult to follow, we will be 
able to evaluate type and health traits right 
along with production traits. 

The financial situation for the Ameri- 
can Guernsey Association continues to be a 
source of concern for your staff and the Board 
of Directors. We have one of the most frugal 
staffs you will find anywhere and yet we see 
costs escalating each year. The cost of main- 
taining the services that you expect from your 
association rise each year - most dramatically 
in 2007. The cost of getting our staff out to see 
you and your cows at shows, meetings and on 
the farm has risen exponentially. Moving for- 
ward we will continue to try to find ways to 
cut costs while still making forward progress. 

When I start recognizing specific indi- 
viduals in a speech like this I run the risk of 
leaving out the many, many people who do 
so much for our breed and ask little in return. 
So I won’t name names, but I will thank you. 
There are people that we know we can always 
count on to take care of that last-minute de- 
tail, to bail us out when we need something, 
or to go that extra mile to make sure another 
Guernsey event can be held or another deal 
can be done. We can count on you to push 
a little harder to gain an advantage for the 
Guernsey cow, to open doors for your asso- 
ciation to walk through and to make sure our 
message is heard.
